3. CANADA RECEIVED NO NEW SUPPORT IN THE COMMITTEE. 

UK, ALTHOUGH IT HAD INSTRUCTIONS TO FAVOR CANADIAN 
REQUEST, DID NOT SPEAK UP. CANADIAN DEL REHASHED SOME 
OF HIS ARGUMENTS FROM PREVIOUS MEETING, AND PINPOINTED 
TWO WEEK PERIOD BEGINNING JUNE 28, 1976 AS BEST DATE FOR 
CONGRESS. MUELLER, UN CRIME PREVENTION OFFICIAL, SAID 
THAT DISRUPTION OF REPORTING CYCLE WOULD BE MINIMIZED 
IF CONGRESS COULD BE HELD BY THEN. 

4. RUTLEDGE OF UN CONFERENCE SERVICES ESTIMATED TOTAL 
EXTRA COST TO UN OF HOLDING CONGRESS AT GENEVA RATHER THAN 
TORONTO AT $170,000 THOUGH THIS COULD CONCEIVABLY 

BE SHAVED BY AS MUCH AS $20,000. HE THOUGHT VIENNA
